REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 1 and 16, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a method 

for a base site to facilitate CDMA-dispatch soft handoff comprising the step of 

subsequent to a step of determining, indicating to at least one of the plurality of 
MSs in addition to a first MS the identity of a second outbound link and the identity of an 
adjacent base site, within the structure of the independent claims 1 and 16. 

Regarding claims 10 and 20, the prior arts fail to teach or fairly suggest a method 
for a mobile station to perform a CDMA-dispatch soft handoff comprising the step of 
beginning a soft handoff by simultaneously receiving a dispatch call via a first 
outbound link and a second outbound link without signaling a base site regarding the 
soft handoff, within the structure of the independent claims 10 and 20.
